These well-baby clinics are held for the purpose of weighing 
and measuring Infants and toddlers, and discussing any pro¬ 
blems with parents regarding feeding, training and general care. 
Your child should be Immunized at the following times: Start¬ 
ing at three months old, three doses, at monthly Intervals, with 
a combined vaccine containing diphtheria, tetanus, whooping 
cough and poliomyelitis. (D.P.T. Polio Vaccine) Booster doses 
of the above vaccine should be given at the following ages, 12 
to 18 months, 3 years, and about 5 years. 

Smallpox vaccination should be started any time after three 
months of age and before the child is one year old with revac- 
dnation taking place every fifth year thereafter. 

When a child attends school the Health Unit assumes respon¬ 
sibility for maintaining immunization provided the parents sign 
the appropriate consent form which will be submitted to them. 
There is no charge at these elinics which are a service of the 
Foothills Health Unit.

Chemicals For 
Wild Oat Control 

Two promising chemicals for 
wild oat control are reported by 
Henry Friesen, Senior Agronomist 
at the Lacombe Experimental 
Farm. Both are liquid and can be 
applied with the ordinary field 
sprayer. One is for use before 
planting and the other following 
emergence of the crop. Neither is 
yet available commercially but 
more will soon be heard about 
them. 

The pre - planting treatment, 
known to the scientists as 
CP 15336, has now been under test 
for two years, but 1959 was its 
first year of extensive testing. It 
has been under test at most ex¬ 
perimental stations in western 
Canada and has shown up well at 
all locaUons. Here at Lacombe, 
says Mr. Friesen, there was an 80 
to 90 per cent kill of wild oats in 
wheat and barley. 

It has been used successfully be¬ 
fore seeding flax, wheat or barley, 
but as with other farm chemicals 
the recommended dose must not be 
exceeded. Best control without 
crop injury is at the rate of two 
pounds active per acre. At this 
rate there seems to be no killing 
of the crop and the wild oats are 
well controlled. 

Following spraying, shallow disc¬ 
ing is required to work the chemi¬ 
cal into the soil. A single stroke 
of the one-way is the minimum, 
with double discing preferable. In 
our trials of the past year, says 
Mr. Friesen, the wild oats came 
up but died after starting to feed 
on the soil. Ihe effect of this 
chemical is on the germination 
seedlings. 

The other compound, a post 
emergence spray, has a different 
effect. Known at present as S847, 
it inhibits growlh rather then kill¬ 
ing the weed. It is applied after 
both crop and weed have emerged. 
Time of application is fairly criti¬ 
cal and the spray has to go on pre¬ 
ferably just before or at the two- 
leaf stage of the wild oats. The 
best rate of application in this 
case seems to be one-half pound 
of active ingredient per acre. 

The effect of S847 is to suppress 
growth. The leaves thicken and 
turn bluish and growth seems to 
stop. The leaves may turn brown 
and the plant appear dead. But 
usually it is still alive, and three 
weeks to a month after spraying, 
recovery begins. Too late, however, 
for the wild oats to mature ef¬ 
fectively. At Lacombe this year 
recovery started about mid-July. 
By the beginning of August the 
wheat was fully headed and there 
was no seed of wild oats in 
evidence. 

With the backward harvest in 
1959, wheat ripening was delayed 
almost a month and there was con¬ 
siderable recovery of the wild oats. 
In spite of this, the sprayed fields 
yielded around eight bushels per 
acre more than the untreated. 
There is a suggestion that S847 
may tend to delay maturity of the 
grain and this is something that 
will have to be considered. Wild 
oat control will have a prominent 
place in discussions at the joint 
conference of the Eastern and 
Western sections of the National 
Weed Committee at Winnipeg in 
December and further information 
about these two chemicals can 
then be expected.
